No Attempt to Resist. 
Even though “open redivision of 
the world and of spheres of influ- 
ence is taking place before our 
eyes at the expense of the interests 
of nonaggressor states,” Stalin de- 
clared that. the democracies were 
looking on “witheut the least at- 
tempt at resistance and even with 
a certain amount of connivance.” 
He argued that the peace of 
Munich was a part of a scheme for 
fomenting war . “with Germany 
without a visible basis” that the 
Germans got Czecho-Slovak Sude- 
tenland as a “reward” but now ‘re- 
fuse to pay this obligation.” 
Russia would not be a cat’s paw 
now, he continued, to aid Britain 
and France ‘under the turn of 
events by which “instead of mov- 
ign farther east against the Soviet 
Union” the Germans “turn west- 
ward and demand colonies for 
themselves.”

Hoare said that “five men in 
Europe, the three dietators and the 
Prime Ministers of England and 
France,” could make themselves 
“eternal benefactors of the human 
race” if they “worked with a sin- 
gieness of purpose and a unity of 


action.” 

His reference to the “three dicta- 
tors” was taken to mean Chancel- 
lor Hitler, Premier Mussolini and 
Joseph Stalin, secretary-general of 
the Communist party in Russia. 

Arms Limitations Move. 
His plea, made in an address 


before his constituents in Chelsea, 
London, followed inspired  utter- 
ances that Britain aimed at limited 
disarmament among world Powers 
before the end of 1939. 

“T cannot believe,” the Home Min- 
ister said, “that other leaders of 
Europe will not join him (Prime 
Minister Chamberlain) in the high 
endeavor in which he is engaged.” 

“The new strength of the de- 
mocracies will not make them blind 
or rigid to problems that call for 
remedy,” he said in an obvious 
reference to Germany's colonial 
claims and French-Italian differ- 
ences, 

But after stating Britain could 
not now be defeated in a short 
war by a knockout blow from the 
air and promising victory in a long 
war, he declared: 

“Never in our memory has there 
been so fundamental a unity or so 
firm a resolve in all three of the 
democracies (Britain, the United 
States and France), each differing 
from the other in every respect 
and each forming its conclusions 
in its own way, but all three in- 
evitably impelled upon the same 
program of national defense. 


“America Will Go Own Way.” 

“The American democracy will go 
its own way and no one here will 
try to deflect it. But that is not a 
significant fact at the moment. 
The significant fact is the simul- 
taneous rejuvenesence of demo- 
cratic strength in each of the three 
great democracies, and the equal 
determination of all three to resist 
and to resist victoriously any and 
every attack upon its life and lib- 
erty.” 

Then touching on his suggested 
five-year plan, he asked: “Could we 
not devote the almost incredible 
inventions and discoveries of our 
time to the creation of a golden 
age in which poverty could be re- 
duced to insignificance and the 
standard of living raised to heights 
that we have never been able to 
attempt before?”

Portable Throne in Gallic. 


The portable throne, on which the 
Pope is borne into St. Peter’s for 
ceremonies by 12 bearers, was in- 
troduced into Rome in the eighth 
century from France, where it had 
been used by the early bishops of 
Gaul. 

In such processions the Pontiff 
is flanked by guards holding the 
two flabelli—huge fans of white os- 
trich feathers. ' 

These are of oriental origin and 
once were used during mass in 
Catholic churches of eastern coun- 
tries. 

An early Christian writing said: 

“Let two of the deacons, on each 
side of the altar, hold a fan, made 
up of thin membranes, or of feath- 
ers of the peacock, or of fine cloth, 
and let them silently drive away 
the small insects that fly about, 
that they may not come near the 
chalices.”

“Information, documents or 
notes” relating to knowledge that 
a foreign nation might have con- 
cerning matters connected with our 
national defense were pronounced 
a part of that defense by Judge 
Jenney. Salich was accused of hav- 
ing stolen naval information regard- 
ing Japanese activities and hav- 
ing sold it to the Gorins for $1700. 
Judge Jenney said that in giv- 
ing his instructions he was bound 
by the intent of Congress at the 
time the Espionage Act was passed 
in 1917—and so held that the na- 
tional defense consists of the first 
lines of defense, the armed forces 
of the nation. He included in the 
national defense such things as 
transportation and communication 
systems, industrial plants and the 
like, which might be used in war 
time.

A Defense of the Small Loans Biil 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HIS letter has to do with the bill re- 

cently passed by the Missouri Senate, 
the object of which is to regulate salary 
buying and drive bootleg lending out of 
Missouri. This bill was written by mem- 
bers of the Loan Shark Committees of the 
various Bar Associations in Missouri. It 
was sponsored by the various Bar As- 
sociations, Better Business Bureaus and 
other civic groups. The small] loan com- 
panies have also backed this bill, but 
only after the Bar Committees ap- 
proached them to obtain their attitude on 
the bill and their support. 

When the Legislature met in January, 
no member of the House was pledged to 
support the measure. When the session 
began several members of the Bar Com- 
mittees, including myself, went to Jef- 
ferson City to talk to the legislators 
about supporting this bill. It was at this 
time that 78 members pledged themselves 
to support the bill. We talked the mat- 
ter over with most of the newspapers 
in the State, including the Post-Dispatch. 
All these organizations were convinced 
of the merits of this bill. All of them, 
except the Post-Dispatch, supported it 
and are supporting it.

The Bar Association became interested 
in the evil of the loan sharks about five 
years ago when the Better Business Bu- 
reaus found they had so many complaints 
from victims of this evil that they could 
not handle the matter alone. They asked 
for assistance of the Bar Associations 
to defend these victims. For five years 
the Bar Committees have been defend- 
ing these victims. From a committee 
of five or six members, we have grown 
to a committee of 24 members here in 
St. Louis. To date we have defended 
over 2000 victims and still we are unable 
to carry on the burden of this work. 

Last year we decided, after consider- 
able debate, that the only way to solve 
the problem was by legislation. We made 
an exhaustive study of the problem and 
the possible remedies and finally adopted 
the present bill as the symposium of 
our ideas of how the evil could be 
remedied. That our views and our find- 
ings are conclusive, is not our conten- 
tion, but similar findings of the past 
three Commissioners of Finance of Mis- 
souri, the Finance Commissioners of our 
sister states, except one, that have 
solved the problem, and the Russell Sage 
Foundation, lend weight to our position. 
The fact that we were able to persuade 
the various newspapers, civic organiza- 
tions, labor unions (who have always 
been against rate increase), as well as 
123 legislators and 27 Senators, certain- 
ly indicates that we have studied our 
subject, can talk intelligently about it, 
and convince other disinterested groups 
of our position.

Senator McReynolds took an opposite 


position to ours. That his position is 
sincere and that a great deal can be said 
for it, no one can dispute—certainly not 
those on the Committee, like myself, who 
had advanced it. But these arguments 
were weighed and we came to the con- 
clusion that 36 per cent a year was bet- 
ter than 240 per cent a year, and that 
the licensed companies were better than 
the bootleg lenders. That seemed to us 
to be the real issue. 

It is a fact that the loan sharks have 
been conducting a lobby against this bill 
in our Legislature. It is their wish and 
has been their attempt to reduce the 
rates even lower than 2% per cent. From 
our study of the problem in other states 
we found this to be old tactics of the 
loan sharks. They cannot stand licensed 


competition and it is to their interest. 
to see that the licensed companies are 


unable to make a profit in their field, 
thus leaving it entirely to themselves for 
exploitation. To further these ends the 
loan sharks have made and used reprints 
of the Post-Dispatch editorials in their 


lobbying.

A Labor Union Injustice. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

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GOV. STARK’S BROADSIDE. 

Gov. Stark has launched a broadside at those sor- 
did mercetiaries who, because of pocketbook interest, 
are trying to keep Missouri citizens from having 
the protection of.a marriage health law. The Gov- 
ernor’s characterization of their maneuvers is justi- 
fied—“a dastardly attack upon the health of thou- 
sands of Missouri babies yet unborn.” And further: 

Some of those who are fighting this bill may 
be condemning their own grandchildren to lives 
of inherited, incurable syphilis, many of them 
ending in insane asylums or in early death. 

Is it conceivable that anyone should fight this 
essential health safeguard merely for the sake of 
a few miserable dollars in fees? Yet such a fight 
is actually being rallied. Justice of the Peace Hart, 
operator of a notorious “marriage mill” in St. Louis 
County, is circularizing all county Recorders of 
Deeds in Missouri, urging that they apply pressure 
against the bill because “your office depends on 
fees received from the issuance of marriage licenses 
and other recordings.” Let syphilis be spread through- 
out the State, let diseased babies be born—it makes 
no difference, according to such an appeal, so long 
as the officials rake in their fees! 

Gov. Stark realizes the grave and growing need for 
a marriage health law in the fight to stamp out that 
relentless killer and maimer, venereal disease. Health 
agencies over the nation are spending $30,000,000 in 
this campaign over a three-year period, but Mis- 
souri’s part in conquering the scourge will be sadly 
handicapped if infected persons continue free to 
marry and have children, thus spreading the dis- 
eases whose control is sought. 

It was a “great shock” to him, the Governor said, 
to learn that one out of 20 persons applying for jobs 
as State prison guards suffered from venereal dis- 
ease, and that many of them did not know they were 
infected. The example illustrates both the wide- 
spread prevalence and the insidious attack of these 
diseases. Detection is a necessary preliminary to 
treatment, and checking their spread is likewise 
vital. The proposal for marriage health legislation 
is in line with these efforts to wipe out the national 
plague. 

In this connection, an article printed on this 
page today outlines the proper requirements, by ex- 
pert medical judgment, for a sound marriage health 
law. These requirements are not met by the surviv- 
ing measure, Senate bill No. 5. This bill is too dras- 
tic to be enforceable, and in addition has not the 
slightest chance of passage. The House bill, drawn to 
meet sound standards, was killed in committee. 

Goy. Stark was stirred to indignation by the 
fight against any sort of legislation in this field. 
We hope he will become equally roused to the need 
for getting the right kind of law, and will let his 
influence be felt in obtaining revival of the House

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AS THE PEOPLE YAWNED.

As now contemplated, the superhighway will join 
Clayton road near the crossing of Brentwood road. 
If this plan is followed, there will be urgent 
need for grade separations at Big Bend boulevard, 
Skinker road and possibly Hanley road. In com- 
menting on the need for the grade separations, 
Robert B. Brooks, St. Louis member of the State 
Highway Commission, pointed out that the existing 
volume of traffic is already causing severe conges- 
tion on Clayton road between Hanley and Skinker, 
and that this condition will be aggravated when com- 
pletion of the superhighway brings in an additional 
stream of heavy traffic. 

At the east end of the highway, the congestion, 
which is already an extreme handicap in the rush 
hours, will be similarly increased. The answer may 
be an extension of.the express highway from the 
Chouteau-Vandeventer outlet on down into the busi- 
ness district. Ome engineer has suggested that the 
highway could be extended off the Chouteau viaduct 
and built along the low-priced tract lying between 
Chouteau and the railroad tracks at a cost that 
would not be prohibitive. At a suitable point down- 
town, it would be brought across the railroad tracks, 
with an outlet probably into Market street. 

The existing link of the express highway, together 
with the completed superhighway in the county, will 
represent a total cost of approximately $7,000,000. 
This is a huge investment, and it would be poor 
economy for its usefulness to be impaired by bot- 
tlenecks at each end. 
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A CANADIAN GOOSE GIVES DIRE WARNING. 

Geese once saved Rome from being sacked when 
a flock awoke and gabbled at barbarian invaders 
who were about to scale the walls. Canada now is 
about to be saved from some dire peril by a single 
goose who arose the other day and with all his sena- 
torial sonority gabbled long and loud in Parliament 
about the menace that exists along Canada’s unpro- 
tected southern boundary. 

This tremulous bird—one Senator W. A. Griesbach 
~—is moved to sound the tocsin most violently be- 
cause a United States army plane, lost in fog and 
off its Boston-Detroit course, crashed and killed 
its pilot just across the border in Canada. What 
steps, Griesbach thundered, are being taken to pre- 
vent “armed planes of foreign Powers from flying 
over Canadian territory?” 

The boundary between the United States and Can- 
ada has for many years been little known and little 
considered because of the cordial relations that have 
existed. As someone said, “The best thing about 
the border is that no one knows exactly where it is.” 
But perhaps the honking Senator would feel easier 
if forts, trenches, barricades, paradoses, gabions, pali- 
sades, barbacans, lunettes, ravelins, scarps, counter- 
scarps, anti-aircraft batteries, mines, eircumvalla- 


tions and chevaux-de-frise were scattered along the 
3000-mile stretch. 

All jobless citizens of both countries could be kept 
at work on such a task for years and state officials 
with as little as Mr. Griesbach has to do—if there 
are any more such—could promote “incidents” and 
issue bellicose notes. Ah, yes, the land of the Maple 
Leaf and the land of the Stars and Stripes have 
been missing something all these peaceful years, 
Senator, and they’re well content to go on missing it. 
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ASSESSOR NEAF AND THE GAS COMPANY. 

That able and persistent public servant, Assessor 
Martin L. Neaf of St. Louis County, is making his 
annual attempt to place a fair valuation (for pur-) 
poses of taxation) on the property of the St. Louis 
County Gas Co. As usual, his opponent is Albert 
C. Laun, ace lobbyist for the Union Electric and the 
county gas company. The usual procedure in times 
past has been for Mr. Neaf to make a long, cogent 
and carefully detailed presentation of his case and 
for Mr. Laun to reply in a few suave generalities. 

Just how high should the gas company’s valua- 
tion be? Admittedly, an exceedingly difficult ques- 
tion. But it is one in which Mr. Neaf’s experience 
and proved skill as an Assessor should be given great 
deference by the Board of Equalization—which con- 
sists of the three county Judges—Messrs. Corneli, 
Mueller and Rott—and County Surveyor Crutzinger. 

Mr. Neaf has made progress in the years he has 
been fighting single-handedly to make this profit- 
able utility pay what he deems to be a fair share of 
the county tax burden. Since he began in 1934, the 
valuation has nearly tripled—going from $571,000 in 
1934 to $1,427,500 in 1938. Mr. Neaf’s latest assess- 
ment is $2,850,160, and it is up to the board to pass 
upon it. 

It may be the assessment is too high. It may be 
that Mr. Neaf is asking for more than he expects 
to get. But from the past history of the valuation, 
is there any doubt that when Mr. Neaf first got into 
action it was much too low? And is there any rea- 
son why a utility should not be valued just as 
strictly as Mr. Neaf values the homes of the people? 
Let it not be forgotten that the St. Louis County 
Gas Co. claimed last December that it should be 
valued—for purposes of rate-fixing—at $8,086,000. 

Above all, is it not time that Mr, Neaf received 
some public support in his battle for a fair valua- 
tion? Here is an issue which should interest the 
St. Louis County Chamber of Commerce and its Cost 
of Government Committee, which has performed so 
many services in the past for the protection of tax- 
payers and the improvement of county government. 
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Homer Martin may have conferred with the com- 
pany’s officers, but he insists he does not call Mr. 
Ford Henry. 
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APPROVAL OF THE JUDGESHIP PLAN. 

The public has long been dissatisfied with the re- 
sults obtained in choosing Judges by partisan meth- 
ods. Hence arose the Missouri plan now being urged 
upon the Legislature by outstanding members of the 
bar and their organizations. This plan includes the 
best elements of both the elective and appointive sys- 
tems (neither of which is satisfactory if used alone), 
and definitely takes Judges out of politics, for they 
run on their records alone. 

The Missouri plan now has received a significant 
indorsement, that of George E, Brand, former presi- 
dent of the Michigan Bar Association, and leader in 
seeking adoption of such a system in his own State. 
The plan proposed here, indeed, impresses Mr. Brand 
as remedying defects that caused rejection of similar 
measures in Michigan and elsewhere. Its adoption, 
he told a meeting of the St. Louis Bar Association 
Monday night, will make for “untroubled Judges”— 
undisturbed by worries over re-election or participa- 
tion in a free-for-all primary if they have the requi- 
site ability and do their work well.

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GUAM BECOMES MORE IMPORTANT. 

While the navy’s $5,000,000 improvement pro- 
gram for Guam hangs fire in a Senate committee 
room, news comes from Tokyo that Japan has de- 
cided her navy, about which she has refused infor- 
mation during the last two years, must be second 
to none. Blunt old Admiral Yonai, the Naval Min- 
ister, declared that his navy must be able to deal 


with any international friction resulting from the 
“new order” in Asia. He is the same Yonai who 
silenced Japanese newspaper objections to Guam as 
& plane base by saying that the United States had 
no aggressive intentions and that, if it had, Guam 
would be of no aid. 

For a long time the Japanese have been dissatisfied 
with the standing the fleets have had since the 
World War—Great Britain first, the United States 
second and Japan a close third. That ranking was 
in accordance with the treaty discarded by Japan 
in 1936. The pact provided that Japan was to 
have a navy 60 per cent as strong as that of 
England or the United States. This assured that 
she could protect herself against either nation, since 
it is a naval axiom that a fleet away from its 
main bases automatically loses 40 per cent of its 
fighting power. With a short, concentrated coast- 
line, as compared with that of Great Britain and 
her colonies and the United States, she had no need 
for a larger sea force. She has no need of a larger 
one now unless she intends to include even more 
than China in her rapidly growing empire. 

With the probable conversion of the recently 
seized and highly strategic island of Hainan into 
& naval base, and the enlargement of her navy, Japan 
will increase her naval sphere enormously. 

It is evident that the Guam proposal should be 
put back in the bill. It is sadly needed as the 
opening wedge for negotiations with Japan on arms 
limitations. And, as two Admirals told the Senators 
this week, Guam would be nothing more than an 
excellent “listening post.” Undoubtedly the rum-

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Those Livery-Stable Blues

N the legislative routine of bills intro- 

duced in the Legislature at Annapolis was 
this one: 

S. B. 142 (By Cronin)—Relating to Hart- 
ford County livery stables. 

If this were 1909, instead of 1939, we 
wouldn’t have seen anything unusual in 
that bill. But the words “livery stable” 
have now almost gone out of the language 
—they are no longer heard, nor are they 
seen, but occasionally. 

There are millions of Americans who have 
no clear idea of what a livery stable was 
like. It is an unhappy thought for anyone 
who ever really knew and appreciated that 
forgotten institution. 

In the heyday of the horse-and-buggy 
age, livery stables flourished almost as fill- 
ing stations do now, but they were much, 
much more mellow, not to say pungent, 
than the Spanish Gothic, “Colonial” and 
chromium front places patronized by to- 
day’s motorists. The owner of a town’s 
leading livery stable was a man of affairs; 
he might also be something of a sports- 
man and keep a standard-bred trotter or 
two in training for the track. 

He almost certainly would own a brown 
or brindle bulldog, which slept in his of- 
fice; he might even have a coach dog (no- 
body called them Dalmatians then) trained 
to accompany his best turnout on fancy 


jobs. The traveling salesman (drummer) 
was a steady customer of the livery stable, 
but the young blades of the town also fur- 
nished a considerable patronage, especially 
in the spring. Every stable had its ancient 
colored hostler, whose horse-lore was inex- 
haustible; also, inevitably, a billygoat. 
Could this be the kind of livery stable that 
the current bill refers to? We doubt it. 
Hartford County is a fox-hunting county, and 
it has what are generally known as “rid-

MILTON JONES 
WINS TITLE IN 
BLOVES EVENT

CHICAGO, Ill, March 11—Mil- 
ton Jones, a 17-year-old dishwasher 
in a St. Louis restaurant, is on 
his way to success as a profession- 
al boxer if he chooses to follow 
the sport as his career. 

Jones, boxing before a crowd of 
21,000 in the finals of the Golden 
Gloves championship in the Chi- 
cago Stadium, impressively won the 
147-pound championship by defeat- 
ing Vernell Williams, a Negro from 
Cairo, Ill. Previously Jones had 
knocked out Johnny Pea, another 
Negro from East Moline, IIll., to 
qualify for the final. 

In flattening Pea, Jones revealed 
courage, speed and sharp punch- 
ing ability.

In his championship bout Jones 
was unable to upset Williams, a 
heavily muscled youngster who 
seemed capable of absorbing the 
St. Louis Negro’s short jolting 
punches. 

Jones has been boxing less than 
a year and within that time has 
developed his natural skill almost 
to perfection in boxing defensive- 
ly and in the delivery of a short 
driving punch. He boxed with the 
skill of a seasoned veteran and 
is always on top of his opponent 
giving them no chance to counter. 

Tony Novak, strapping 20-year- 
old Kansas City youth, impressively 
won heavyweight honors.

president. They indicate that the 
impetus inside the Nazi party 
toward a “second revolution,” which 
would completely liquidate survivals 
of the old Germany, although it has 
often been checked by Hitler him- 
self, has far from disappeared. 

Either the German universities 
will place themselves in the service 
of the people or they will disappear, 
according to Dr. Scheel. He called 


for a greater sense of national 
duty, not only among students, but 
also among alumni. In demanding 
closer supervision of all higher 
schools he recognized the same 
acute shortage of trained men and 
women which underlies the Edu- 
cation Ministry’s move in making 
the German school year practically 
a 12-month session. 

Dr. Scheel said: “Until now all a 
student has needed to enter a uni- 
versity has been an Aryan grand- 
mother and his secondary school 
diploma. In the future entrance to 
a university will be possible only 
through selection by the party, act- 
ing through its student organiza- 
tions.” 


Old Drinking Songs to Go. 

Another demand made by Dr. 
Scheel was for new student songs 
to replace the German student and 
drinking songs which have been 
sung by Germans for generations. 
He said: “The new songs must be 
written out of the present, and they 
muégt be better than the old ones.” 

The student organizations, or 
Kameradschaften, through which 
this new phase of Nazi contro! will 
be exercised over education, are far 
more political-minded than the 
“student vereins,” which formerly 
sang and dueled their way through 
German universities. But Dr. Scheel 
recognized the value of the older 
traditions, many of their military 
and junker aspects have been tak- 
en over bodily by the Nazi student 
organizations, when he declared 
that “in the hurry of our struggles, 
many undeserved rebukes have 
been given them.” The new tradi- 
tion, however, he said, must be 
formed by the present-day students, 
and not by the old.

RULING AIDS REFUGEE DOCTORS 


Hitier’s Revocation of Permits 
Nullified in California. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 11— 
German Jewish doctors whose 
licenses were revoked by a decree 
of Adolf Hitler were aided toward 
California certificates 
yesterday by a ruling of Attorney- 
General Earl Warren. 

Terming Hitler’s action of last 
September a “political decree,” 
Warren declared it would be inter- 
preted “liberally” in the cases of 
refugee Jewish medical men who 
sought to take up their work again 
in California. 


In their protest against the in- 
crease the seven contractors charge 
that the dues are the highest of any 
lathers’ local in the United States.

Baldwin asserted 
that contractors may not select 
their workmen, but must accept the 
men Hagen sends them. Labor 
costs are so high, Baldwin charged, 
that union lathing contractors are 
unable to get any residential work. 

Hagen, a dominant personality in 
the local building trades group for 
Many years, denied Baldwin’s 
charge that he was “running the 
lathing business.” The business 
agent said the contractors select 
their own men, and it is not neces- 
sary for a contractor to hold a ‘con- 
tractors’ card’ to get union men. 
Hagen also denied that the lathers’ 
dues were higher than those paid 
by many other building crafts. He 
said the lathers pay dues only when 
working and the dues cover admin- 
istration expenses, a per capita tax 
of $1.25 a month to the interna- 
tional union and the cost of a $500 
life insurance policy. 

Explanation by Union. 

The wage demand of 20 cents a 
day, the union explained, is to 
cover the workman’s share of the 
social security tax, which is held 
out by the employer. Hagen de- 
clared the lathers are not on 
strike, and that a majority of the 
membership of Local 73 are work- 
ing direct for general contractors. 
The situation, by eliminating the 
middle-man lathing contractor, will 
result in a reduction of cost, Hagen 
said. 

Baldwin pointed out that four 
of the seven contractors in his 
group are also large plastering 
contractors, and that the union 
action is in effect a strike against 
them. That seven contractors also 
complain that Hagen will not per- 
mit them to get lathers from a 
second A. F. of L. local, No, 494, 
which has a wage scale of $8 a 
day for small jobs.

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VATICAN CITY, March 11. 


IPLOMACY certainly runs in 
the blood of the Pacelli family. 
For while Eugenio still was 
Nuncio in Berlin, his late beloved 
brother, Francesco, in Rome under- 
took one of the most important jobs 
ever intrusted by the Vatican to a 
layman—the development of the le- 
gal aspect of the negotiation 
tween the Holy See and Benito 
Mussolini to pave the way for the 
Lateran Treaty of 1929. 
Francesco Pacelli was, like his 
father before ‘him, the chief consis- 
torial advocate. Pius XI frequently 
consulted him on legal questions 
appertaining to the Holy. See’s re- 
lations with the outside world. 
On Aug. 3, 1926, he was invited 
by the Councillor of State, Domeni- 
co Barone, to confer with him and 
thus began a relationship which, 
because of a complex of circum- 
stances linked the career of the 
Pacelli family with the stateman 
Mussolini. 

Lawyer Pacelli learned that Mus- 
solini was eager to discuss the pos- 
sibility of settling the pressing Ro- 
man question. Conversations got 
under way immediately and on Oct. 
4, Mussolini wrote to Barone, au- 
thorizing him to go ahead with for- 
mal proceedings toward a pact. 

On Oct. 6, Cardinal Gasparri sim- 
ilarly wrote to Francesco Pacelli. 
Barone died during the negotia- 
tions. It was interesting to note 
that the advocate brother of the 
future Pope conferred with Barone 
102 different times and was received 
in audience by the Pope on 129 oc- 
casions before the treaty was signed 
and concluded. 


Through Francesco, Eugenio Pa- 
celli undoubtedly obtained an un- 
derstanding of Mussolini’s charac- 
ter and a diplomatic ability of un- 
usual value. Throughout the nego- 
tiations, which were happily con- 
cluded with the signatures of ac- 
cord on Feb. 11, 1929, the lawyer 
had the moral and the spiritual 
and, perhaps, practical support of 
his brother in Berlin. 


When Eugenio returned to Rome 
as Cardinal Secretary of State he 
found by his side as Counsellor 
General of the Vatican State De- 
partment his beloved brother. The 
enormity of Eugenio’s loss when 
Francesco died on the eve of leav- 
ing on a pilgrimage.to Lourdes at 
Easter, 1935, can well be imagined. 

Archbishop Pacelli received while 
in Berlin, immediately after having 
signed the concordat with Prussia, 
a call to Rome in November, 1929. 
He was advised that before Christ- 
mas of that year the Holy Father 
would elevate him to the sacred 
purple. 

Never did a Nuncio leave a for- 
eign post in such triumph as Pacel- 
li left Berlin. Opponents and friends 
alike vied with one another to show 
him the extent of their homage. On 
the night of his departure, a double 
line of men, holding aloft torches, 
lighted the entire route from the 
embassy to the station in a trium- 
phal farewell. 

Pacelli received his red hat in 
a secret consistory in December, 
1929, from the hands of the man 
he was to succeed as Pope. The 
pontiff conferred on him the Car- 
dinal title of the Basilica of Saints 
John and Paul, on Mount Celio, 
which is situated in Clevio De 
Scauro on one of the most charac- 


teristic thoroughfares of the eternal 
city, 


It was in this church that Pacelli 
as Titular Cardinal made one of 
his most famous phrases. In his 
speech he said: 

“That which we have been is but 
nothing; that which we are is but 
little, but that which we shall be 
is eternal.” 

Clergymen interpreted 
words to mean that Pacelli 


these 
had 


be- early dedicated himself to the 


eternal glory of his church. More 
modern men of the cloth think Pa- 
celli thus demonstrated a forward- 
looking viewpoint, unconcerned 
with the past and present, except 
as teachers of future behavior. 

Cardinal Gasparri, meanwhile, 
was nearing 80 and had become ex- 
tremely weary. He’had for some 
time pleaded with the Pope to re- 
lieve him from the fatiguing duties 
of Secretary of State. 

On Feb. 11, 1930, Pius XI wrote 
to Cardinal Gasparri thanking him 
sincerely and profusely for the val- 
uable service he had rendered dur- 
ing his long career and named 
Pacelli as Gasparri’s successor. 

Pius had begun to notice the ef- 
fect on the health of his friend 
Gasparri of the labors of the secre- 
taryship and even while Pacelli 
was Nuncio in Berlin he had 
thought the day would soon come 
when he must replace his aged sec- 
retary with Pacelli. 

- * o 

ACELLI’S services in that high 
P ottice are marked in addition to 

the milestones he paved with his 
concordat by other diplomatic pacts 
of high importance. One of the 
first of these was called “The Re- 
conciliation,” liquidating the con- 
trasts and limitations which rose 
between the Holy See and the Ital- 
ian Government regarding the ap- 
plication of certain articles of the 
concordat. 

This accord came in the summer 
of 1931 and in the following year, 
on Feb, 11, the anniversary of the 
signing of the Lateran Treaty, the 
King of Italy conferred upon Car- 
dinal Pacelli the Collar of the An- 
nunziata. This is the highest honor 
anyone can receive in Italy. The 
monarch also bestowed upon Pa- 
celli the right to call himself “The 
Cousin of the King.” 

Among the few who have re- 
ceived this decoration are Musso- 
lini, Cardinal Gasparri and Field 
Marshal Pietro Badolgio. 

Another outstanding achievement 
of Pacelli, one which perhaps did 
not receive much attention in the 
press of the United States, but 
which nevertheless was an accom- 
plishment of vital importance, was 
the signing in July, 1937, of a modus 
vivendi with the Republic of Ecua- 
dor. This accord ended a period of 
hostility that had mounted to dan- 
gerous proportions over a period of 
40 years. 

In July, two years before, Pacelli 
signed the concordat with Yugo- 
slavia, which, although signed by 
the late King Alexander, was never 
ratified because of the violent oppo- 
sition of the orthodox church. This 
instrument has full diplomatic 
standing despite its lack of political 
approval, 

I have traced for you necessarily 
only the external phases of the po- 
litical acts of Pacelli in this period. 
A more complete story lies locked 
in the secret archives of the Vati- 
can State Department — a story 


which may never be told.

ITAMIN E is found in leafy 
vegetables, lettuce, legumes, 
corn, oats, barley, spinach, water- 
cress, dandelion greens, etc. It has 
something to do with nutrition and 
reproduction fertility and the ac- 
tivity of the thyroid and the pitui- 
tary glands. 

The vitamins, it may be necessary 
to repeat for the reader who has 
not followed the articles this week 
closely, are those factors contained 
in a well-balanced diet which regu- 
late a number of the functions of 
the body. They are not exactly 
foods and have no direct connection 
with the chemistry of nutrition ex- 
cept as control factors. Not much 
was known about them until a few 
decades ago when it was found that 
when certain functions of the 
body went wrong, these could be re- 
stored to normal by adding to the 
diet foods in which certain definite 
vitamins were known to be present. 

New ones are being discovered all 
the time. Yesterday we discussed 
the new vitamin, vitamin K, the 
action of which seems to be well 
established. Vitamin E is also now 
a well-established vitamin. By 
“well-established” I mean that there 
is no doubt of its exitsence and of 
its action. 

It is widely distributed in nature. 
The exact requirements of the 
amount that should be taken daily 
are not definitely determined yet, 
but it would appear that a well- 
balanced dietary would supply ade- 
quate amounts for both the male 
and the female. But in spite of its 
wide distribution in food products, 
it is suggested that many women do 
not receive an ample quantity of 
this factor to safeguard their preg- 
nancies and reproductive life. 

A full ligt of the foods in which 
vitamin E is present is as follows: 
Wheat germ oil, wheat germ, but- 
ter, eggs, lettuce, legumes, meat, 
milk, leafy vegetables, molasses, 
peanuts, palm oil, rice oil, cotton- 
seed oil, corn (whole), oats (whole), 
wheat (whole), rice (whole), barley, 
peas, spinach, watercress and beans, 


Questions and Answers. 

E. A. E.: “Kindly inform me in 
your column the effects of digitalis 
on one’s system if taken in tablet 
form, if the patient has only a 
rapid heart caused by bad nerves? 
Would it prove fatal? 

Answer—If your question is prop- 
erly phrased, I would say that digi- 
talis would further irritate a rapid 
heart action. I would not advise 
its use although it would not prove 
fatal. The reason I gay, “if your 
question is properly phrased” is 
that I suspect if a doctor pre- 
scribed digitalis for you, there is 
something more the matter than 
simply a rapid heart due to bad 
nerves. 


G. S. H.: “Would the regular use 
of powdered pennyroyal have any 
injurious effect on the body?” 

Answer—No permanent effect. It 
sometimes causes irritation of the 
kidney, but this passes away short- 
ly after discontinuance of its use.

A shrewder declarer at another 
table, playing the same contract 
and receiving the same opening 
‘lead, took a different view of the 
situation. He drew three rounds of 
trumps, ending in dummy, but then 
he saw no hurry about testing the 
club situation, Instead, he led the 
deuce of diamonds and, when East 
followed with the three-spot, put in 
his own ten. West won with the 
jack and did exactly what declarer 
had hoped he would do. Actually, 
as may be seen, West was some- 
what on the spot. He could not 
know that his partner had the K-10 
of spades, hence could not safely 
return a spade. For example, de- 
clarer might have had the A-10 in- 
stead of the A-7. Nor could West 
count on his own partner holding 
the diamond queen. For all he 
could tell, the return of the single- 
ton diamond king might be fatal. [ 
do not think that any criticism can 
be attached to West's actual selec- 
tion of a low club at this point, but 
the fact remains that it was quite 
a boon to the declarer. The lead 
was allowed to run to the closed 
hand and was won with the ten spot 
Now the ace and queen of clubs 
were cashed and declarer returned 
to his own hand with a spade in 
to discard dummy’s last 
spade on the club king. Finally an- 
other diamond trick was graciously 
conceded to the defenders. The ex- 
tra trick gave this particular 
North-South team a very good 
match-point score on the board. 

Compare the two methods of play. 
In the first case it will be noted 
that the declarer risked everything 
on a 33 break of the clubs or the 
drop of the jack. In the second 
case the deciarer did not give up 
this opportunity, but he did make a 
preliminary play that might (and 
did) relieve the situation if the de- 
sired club break failed to material 
ize. It is an extremely simple ex- 
ample of conserving one’s chances 
without leaving everything to fate.
